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The Problem Is Alienation 
E 


-Dr. Stanley Yolles, director of the 


National Institute of Mental Health, told 
the Senate Subcommittee on Juvenile 
Delinquency that solving the problem of 
drug abuse also means "it is critical for us 
to focus on and try to solve the root causes 
of alienation." 


Defining alienation as "rebellion with- 


out a cause, rejection without a program, a 
refusal of what is without a vision of what 
should be," Dr. Yolles warned that "the 
current problem of alienation in the United 
States is wider, deeper, and more diffuse 
than at any previous time in our history. It 
affects the rich and the poor, the college 
student and the school dropout, the urban 
and the rural youngster. The number of 
persons, both young and old, beset by 
alienation, is far greater than that ever 
seen in any other generation." 


It is this alienation that causes people to 


turn to drugs. .Unable to make any sense of 
today's world or find any hope for 
tomorrow's, they alter their own state of 
consciousness and perception. Although it 
is not only young people so affected, the 
majority of those thus alienated find little 
stability in today's world or in older leaders 
whom they admire or consider to have 
much influence. There is something close 
to true despair among those who seek to 


Birth Rates in Asia 


Most Asian nations are plagued with 


burgeoning populations which have general- 
ly meant that increased agricultural and 
Industrial production have not even kept 
standards of living steady much less raise 
them. But the success of voluntary birth 
control in Japan is meaning exactly the 
opposite and a growing labor shortage as 
well. 


The Philippines have a 4 per cent 


population increase per year, Taiwan about 
3.5 per cent, India at least 3 per cent and 
China probably about the same. But in the 
last ten years Japan has averaged less than 
1 per cent per year. Its Welfare Ministry's 
Demographic Research Institute has just 
issued a report that there will be increasing 
labor shortages and even a decline in 
population unless the Japanese begin to 
have larger families. 


The trend has already shown itself. 


There is a definite shortage of skilled 
labor in some industries and growing 
complaints by employers that the tradi- 
tional efficiency of the Japanese is declin- 


find reality in drugs although the abuse has 
taken the place of instant suicide. 


Dr. Yolles did not offer any suggestions 


as to the causes of alienation. Certainly in 
part it has been the failure in the United 
States of many of our earlier beliefs. 
Although the nation is not only economical- 
ly healthy but affluent, there are still 
pockets of deep poverty. Although we 
attempt to export our way of life to other 
nations, we have not yet demonstrated that 
it can be expanded to include Americans 
other than white. The long held liberal 
tenet that man can solve his problems is 
disappearing as the failures have become so 
apparent during this decade. And the 
failure to find a vision of what should be 
has meant the alienation. 


Finding solutions will not be easy. 


There is too much awareness of political 
hypocrisy among Americans who are not 
alienated. Despite proposals by dedicated 
and far-seeing leaders, official Washington 
generally remains unimpressed and con- 
tinues along the road to ruin. The gap 
between our avowed intentions and our 
acts and the results of those acts is 
growing. 


Drug abuse is a serious problem in the 


United States. But Dr. Yolles is quite right 
in pointing out that the causes, rather than 
the symptoms, must be solved before the 
symptoms will disappear. 


ing because so many jobs are available. 
This also comes at a time of ever-growing 
industrial expansion with the need for ever 
more laborers. American military installa- 
tions in Japan also are seeking more help 
because of the heavy volume of supplies 
heading for Vietnam. One result has been 
the rapid rise in wages — averaging about 
12 per cent in recent years. 


While 45 per cent of Taiwan's popula- 


tion is under sixteen, only 25 per cent of 
Japan's is that young. A far greater 
percentage of its population is also over 65 
and generally not employed. But unless 
there are changes, it is likely that more 
older people will be gainfully employed. 


The Japanese government does not want 


the population explosions of other coun- 
tries. But it is recommending improved 
housing conditions which would encourage 
couples to have more children. Certainly 
this is a fortunate problem in a part of the 
world where high birth rates mean extreme 
poverty and even starvation. 


No Democracy in Greece 


The military junta in Greece has 


announced plans for a referendum on a 
proposed new constitution in September. It 
sounds like a move in the right direction — 
except that the proposed constitution has 
not been made public and all discussion of 
it will continue to be in the atmosphere of 
martial law and the suspension of civil 
rights. 


Officially the United States has express- 


ed approval of the announcement. Obvious- 
ly the continued rule of the junta which 
seized power is an embarrassment to 
Washington and Greece must at least adopt 
a facade of democratic government. But 
why is it that our government can so easily 
accept oppressive regimes if they are not 
Communist? 


There is the possibility of a vast 


international Communist conspiracy with 
its major aim the 
overthrow of all 


democratic governments. In fact we have 
no doubt that the men in the Kremlin 
would very much like this to be the case. 
There are certainly some ties among some 
of the Communist governments with Red 
China the big exception. 


In contrast, no matter how oppressive a 


military regime in a country like Greece, it 
alone raises no real threat to the security of 
the United States. If all the more or less

•problems exist in many of the nations with 
authoritarian rules of different ideologies. 


If our leaders feel that current situ- 


.ations demand our backing for such 
.regimes as that in Greece, let them at least 
concede that expediency is the reason and 
•not prate about liberty and justice.

havior, but the Ardrey book 
was a shallow specimen, which 
took a narrow idea and tried 
to stretch it beyond its legiti- 
mate use. While it is true that 
many species are "territory- 
minded." it is not even true 
for 
man's closest relatives 


among living primates, the 
gorilla and the chimp, and 
much less so for man himself, 
despite the superficial appear- 
ance. 


Now the newest best seller 


is a book called "The Naked 
Ape," which points out our 
animal heritage and our simi- 
larities to other members of 
the ape family. The theme of 
the book is that if we more 
thoroughly understood o u r- 
selves as animals we might 
diminish our expectations, re- 
lax our anxieties, and behave 
a little less hysterically in the 
face of personal and social 
problems. 


But "The Naked Ape" is as 


shallow and one-sided a book 


as "The Territorial Impera- 
tive," in its own way. Its main 
mistake is the assumption that 
much human behavior is pre- 
dicated on our "animal" ori- 
gin, whereas the really frus- 
trating problems are those 
that come from our profound 
differences from other animal 
species. 


Killing, of course, is perhaps 


the most serious problem. 
Except for a few strains of 
ants, other species do not kill 
one another within the same 
species; again, our nearest 
living relatives, the gorillas 
and the chimps, are remark- 
ably pacifistic and rarely even 
attack one another physically, 
much less murder. 


As Prof. Marston Bates has 


put it. there is a streak of 
meaijiess in human beings 
that other animals do not 
possess; in some way, their 
behavior is more "rational" 
than ours — they attack only 
out of hunger or other basic 
drives; we attack because of 
pride, rage, feelings of inferi- 
ority, bigotry, snobbishness, 
boredom, and whatnot. 


It is not the ape within us 


thai makes life hard, but the 
non-ape. It is that strangely 
mixed-up mental and emotion- 
al structure of man that 
makes us the cruel predators 
of the world, not our primate 
ancestry. Some of our be- 
havior, of course, is animal in 
origin; but that is the harm- 
less part, as compared to 
those activities that end in 
war, in persecution, in despot- 
ism, and in mutual self-de- 
struction.

Strange Conduct

Given that residual lethargy,

ly depressing when it became 
known on Tuesday. Acknowledg- 
ing certain defeat in Nebraska, 
Rockefeller felt the strategy of 
concentrating on beating Nixon 
in Oregon was demolished.

If the Republicans have lost a 


once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
break the Democratic grasp on 
organized labor, the Negro, and 
the intellectual, an inquest of 
major proportions is proper.

things, particularly the pacifica- 
tion program." 


—Forecast that in the long

Why do we allow this, and 
why haven't the forces we have 
deployed hi the DMZ area taken 
some aggressive counteraction 
to dislodge the North Viet- 
namese and relieve Khe Sanh? 


A. I would have to say, first, 


that that's a tactical matter that 
Gen. 
(William C.) Westmore- 


land has to decide, together 
with Gen. (Marine Li. Gen. 
Robert) Cushman and others. I 


Gen. Chapman 


can't really second guess them. 


I will say this. We have done 


a lot. I make reference to the 
bombing and artillery fire. It 
has been just enormous up 
around there. Our support of 
that outpost may be compared 
to some of the heaviest bom- 
bardments of World War II in 
terms of quantity of weapons 
dropped and fired. 


Q. And yet they do seem to be 


closing in on the perimeter. 


A. They haven't massed yet. 


They have to mass before they 
can assault. And when they 
mass, they are fair game. 


Q. What is the current esti- 


mate 
of 
North 
Vietnamese 


strength in the area threatening 
Khe Sanh? 


A. You see figures anywhere 


from 15,000 to 50,000. The larger 
numbers are throughout the 
whole DMZ area and don't di- 
rectly threaten Khe Sanh. Right 
around Khe Sanh I've seen fig- 
ures from about 15,000 to 25,000. 
The impression given that there 
are 
15,000 to 
25,000 people 


doughnutted right around Khe 
Sanh is simply not so. They are 
not massed. They are scattered 
in groups of 2, 3, 5 or 10 in and 
around those hills. If they ever 
do mass, as I say ... 


Q. How about the tunneling? 


Does this represent a real 
threat? We've had reports they 
come very close to the wire and 
to the airstrip. Do you suppose 
this is intended to prepare for 
demolition or assault? 


Tunnel Under Wire 


A. If that's what they are 


trying to do, that's probably the 
reason—to tunnel under the wire 
and the minefields and get a big 
charge of explosives and blow it 
up—just blow a gap. 


Q. Don't you think the Com- 


munists may already have ac- 
complished what they set out to 
do up there-forced us to concen- 
trate troops in the northern 
provinces, and thus taken these 
troops away from1 the war fur- 


ther south-from the Saigon and 
Central Highlands areas? 


A. It works two ways. It's true 


we've got sizable forces concen- 
trated up there, but so have 
they. You know, we've got 6,000 
at Khe Sanh and the least num- 
ber of their troops we've beard 
are around Khe Sanh is 15,000. 
The question is: who is tying 
down who? 


Q. Most reporters, including 


myself, who have been to Viet- 
nam, have heard certain Army 
officers criticize Marine tactics 
and methods. What is your re- 
ply to such criticism of the 
Corps' performance? 


A. Well, the critics are anony- 


mous. The people who are will- 
ing to come up on the line and 
identify themselves state exact- 
ly the opposite. Gen. Westmore- 
land just recently, because of 
the stories, said that he had 
complete confidence in Gen. 
Cushman and every Marine 
down to the lowest private. So, I 
just don't pay any attention to 
anybody who refuses to identify 
himself. 


Q. One of the fairly consistent 


themes that some of us have 
heard is the claim that the Ma- 
rines are structured for amphib- 
ious warfare and that their 
equipment, doctrine and tactics 
are not suited to position war- 
fare like at Khe Sanh. 


A. There's really no substance 


to that. An oufit that's organ- 
ized, trained and equipped to as- 
sault a heavily defended beach 
can do most anything. That's 
the toughest job there is-really 
siege warfare. It requires all 
the heavy weapons, all the 
heavy fire support, all of the 
dirtiest kind of fighting-close in 
fighting with flame throwers 
and satchel charges, machine 
guns and the heaviest kind of 
fire support. 


The idea that we are lightly 


equipped and lightly armed, 
which I've also read, is certain- 
ly not true. We've equipped and 
armed for heavy combat. 


Q. I Corps used to be called 


"Marineland." By degrees more 
and more Army troops came 
up. And then the recent appoint- 
ment of Army Lt. Gen. William 
Rosson to a major command 
there has been viewed as a re- 
flection of dissatisfaction with 
Marine performance. 


A. I've read that. There is no 


substance to that either. The 
Marines from me right on down 
strongly support the creation of 
that provisional corps headquar- 
ters, and the installation of Gen. 
Rosson there. 


That job had just gotten too 


damn big for one headquarters 
down at Da Nang. It had to be 
subdivided.

After the 
doors were closed the training 
of teachers for Waupaca County 
fell upon the Stevens Point and 
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Oshkosh normal schools, both of 
which developed into major 
universities. 


Largest enrollment 
at the 


county training school was 68 in 
1910, with 1921-1922 and 1909- 
1910 
following with 61 pupils 


each. 


Of the first six schools found- 


ed hi the state, Waupaca County 
Training School ranked above 
the average in most divisions.
